Tliuljcst protection attainalile nyaiiist 
(iiu is osseiitiul. In tlii.s city tiifro is 
room for iniprovenieiit. When tho 
poi)ulatiou wa.s confineil to a limited 
area -the existing arrangement was 
lioubtless all tliab csukl be desired. 
Now that the suburbs are widespread, 
sometliing raoro is needed. Tlie fire 
stations require to 1)0 decentralized, 
iltuii},' all located at a very short dis- 
tance from each other, and all on one 
sitle of the city, in the event of fire at 
a distance, much time is lo.st in reach- 
ing the .scene of conflagration, the ne- 
cessary consequence of which is that 
pi'operty is destroyed to a greater e.K- 
lent than wouUl be were tlio fire ap- 
paratus more conveniently placed. 
Considoring these to be self-evident 
facts wo refrain from enlarging upon 
ilio point. Costly buildings having 
hoeu erected, we admit the dilliculty in 
t!ic way of removal at present. Look- 
ing, however, to the future, it will bo- 
coine the duty of the City Council, 
wiion tho subject coiwcs up — a.s assur- 
edly it will 'ere long as the city spreads 
— to keep in view the requirements of 
au increasing population, and locate 
stations in such positions ns shall meet 
the necessities of tiie case. Meantime, 
a few reels of hose could be advanta- 
geously placed at difVurent [joints to be 
used on the first alarm of lire, before 
the arrival of the lire brigade. The 
expense would be trifling compared 
with the vastimportanoeof aproinpt at- 
tack upon a fire in its incipient stages. 

RFA'UniJCAN FRANCE. 

Fickle, impetuous France ! Noted 
for convulsive changes in her form of 
government, she presents to view 
Hyinploms of tlie growth of sentiments 
winch threaten to startle the world 
with new d(!velopinents. Those who 
largely influence her mode of ])olitical 
thought and action are in a state of 
unrest, and a powerful party of her 
politicians are evidently casting ai-ound, 
seeking for new points of departure. 
-At one time strongly imperial, again 
as strongly republican, then again iin- 
pt-rial, and now republican, there has 
.seldom been anything fixed and settleil 
in the position of that nation. Consti- 
tulional government w comparatively 
unknown or practically unappreciated. 
Fond of theorising, she never contin- 
ues long in one fraino of mind; and we 
are persuaded that nothing is wanting 
at present but the advent on the scone 
of action of one capable of assuming 
and atornly carrying out a dictatorship 
to change the whole aspect of things, 
and bring in a new regimd-, which 
would probably end in the ro-eatablish- 
ir.ent of imperial authority. France 
appears just now to be drifting in that 
direction, .slowly, it i.s true, ye(, we 
think, surely.

It will 
take the form of an armed protectorate 
in which the naval and military ser- 
vice of both countries will be call upon 
to participate. 

Thirty niurdcrors are in jail at Phil- 
adelphia, more than that number in 
New York and manj' in other cities.

To TIIK EoiTon In contiiuiation 

of the subject of my letter of the .Oth 
inst., leaving landowners to consult 
their own jirivate interest in relation to 
planting hard wood and other kinds of 
trees, I would here repeat that the pro- 
vincial government have a duty for the 
performance of which posterity will 
bless them. .\s the tjuestion has noth- 
ing in common with party politics, but 
simply one of political economy worthy 
the serious attention of statesmen, no 
question or doubt can possible arise in 
the minds of any one of our electoral 
representatives as to the nece.ssity of 
voting an annual grant for the purpo.se 
of supplying tho e.xecutive with the 
means of supplementing nature's past 
doings in laying down the ground work 
for a supply of economic woods in the 
future. The cost will not be great and 
need not in any way embarrass the 
financial calculationsof the government. 
For the first two or three years the ex- 
penses would be coupled with th(> jiur- 
cliase of seed.s and the care of tlie young 
plants. The first step will be to select 
a few acres o£ good land as a nursery 
where an annual succession of young 
.trees should be grown for from two 
to four years before being transplanted 
to their final homes. The young trees 
by this course of treatment will be able 
to hold their own in competition with 
native growth when finally planted out. 

This nursing of young trees in a 
good[pieco of land specially set apart 
for the purpose will be productive of 
infinitely bettor results than will be 
the ca.se if the seed.s are sown directly 
whore the trees are to be grown to ma- 
turity, for in the latter caso not om; 
!»eed in a thousand will escape destruc- 
tion from vermin and insects, and of 
those which may possible vegetate few 
would survive the smothering effects of 
native growth. 

The kinds of trees that would prove 
especially valuable for our future re- 
quirements, and which I think can be 
grown to perfection in this jirovince 
are the American white oak, Engli.sh 
ash (the variety pedunculata), Ameri 
can white nnh, English ash, hickory, 
black walnut, sweet cliesnut, locust 
(Robinia psuedo acacia) and particular- 
ly pinus strobas, the white pine of the 
eastern province. 

Much might be written in favor of 
my proposition but I rest satisfied with 
these crude ; einarks in the hope that 
.something wdl be done to supply a 
want which even at present is severely 
felt, but which in the future will he a 
calamity.

To the .systematic treasure seeker a 
hopeful prospect is opened out by an 
electrical achievement lately reported 
to us from the United States. It 
would appear that during the Summer 
of 1843 tho schooner Vermillion, laden 
with copper bars, foundered in Lake 
Erie, during a heavy galo of wind. 
Her cargo was valued at sixty thousand 
dollars, and its owners spared no pains 
or ccpnnse to recover it, but in vain. 
The F(7H«%0» Mid: gone down in the 
dcejiest part of the lake, and, after .sev- 
eral fruitless attempts to discover her 
whereabouts, the .search for her was 
abandoned as hopeless. Thirty-eight 
years had elapsed since her loss, when 
an Erie boat, with an electrical appar- 
atus for the detection of metal sub- 
stances, was cruising about tho lake 
one fine morning. Suddenly the per- 
son in charge of the machine observed 
unmistakable indications denoting the 
])resence of metal beneath the surface 
of tho water over which the boat was 
at that time jjassing. The bearings of 
the spot were at once taken, and on 
the third of last month a, couple of 
divers were conveyed thither and low- 
ered into the lake. They alighted on 
the deck of the submerged schooner and 
succeeded in penetrating into its hold, 
whence they extracted and brought to 
the surface one of the long missing 
copper bars. The ^enliire cargo has 
since been reooverecT After this suc- 
cessful feat who can doubt that it is 
reserved for electricity to solve all the 
old-standing mysteries of sunken Span- 
ish and Dutch galleons, British treasure 
ships and piratical hoards that lu.ve 
defied mere human ingenuity and pei- 
scverance for so many years past 1 —
